LONDON, Sept. 6.—(*)—Bulgaria, frantically struggling to get 
eut of the war, seemed on the edge of an internal upheaval as Mos- 
cow radio urged the population to “take fate in your own hands.”

Peace Talk 


Is Scotched. 
By London 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—(#)—No 
peace plea has yet been made to 
the United Nations by G »a 
spokesman for the British govern- 
ment stated emphatically tonight. 

He made the statement, he said, 
to dispose of recently recurrent 
rumors that Germany has been 
seeking opportunities to open talks 
with the Allies. 


Any German peace emissary 
can approach the Western Allies 
only through the supreme com- 
mander, Gen. Eisenhower, the 
spokesman said, and the Western 
Allies will not cease fighting un- 
til Eisenhower gives the order. 


PROCEDURE OUT 


This he will not do until he gets 
an unconditional surrender from 
the German High Command; _in- 
dorsed by the Gegman General

The Germans then would be 
resented with a document in- 
orming them that the Allies de- 
mand a free hand in all matters 
relating to enemy forces, food 
transport, economic and financial 
facilities, industry and political 
affairs.

Bishop Cannon,

CHICAGO, Sept. 6..-(/)—Bish- 
op James Cannon Jr., 79, Method- 
ist churchman known nationally 
‘for his opposition to Nquor and 
his participation in political con- 
troversy, died today in Wesley 
Memorial hospital of a cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

He suffered an attack of heart 
disease last week and was remov- 
ed from his hotel to the hospital.

Bishop Cannon, who acquired 
rominence in political. affairs 

rough his efforts to defeat Al- 
fred E. Smith for the presidency 
in 1928, retired in 1938 as bishop 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, hav served since May, 
1913. After the church unification 
in 1939 he had the status of a re- 

the Methodist 
church. 


Since then his- principal activi- 
ties have been with the Federal 
Council of Churches, in behalf of 
various peace organizations and in 
the Anti-Saloon League. 

For a considerable portion of his 
lifetime Bishop Cannon was the 
center of ecclesiastical and- politi- 
cal controversies, A bitter foe of 
liquor, he once described his work 
in that line as more than 40 years 
of “active anti-liquor warfare.” 

During the 1928 political cam- 
paign he was accused of opposing 
Al Smith becausé Smith was a 
Roman Catholic and Sen. Carter 


Cannon “The Methodist Pope.” 
The bishop, however, contended 
his opposition to Smith actually 
was based on his own long fight 
against liquor. 

The bishop’s personal record 
was closely scrutinized, too. He 
wag accused of “gambling” in the 
stock market and disposition of 
funds used against Al Smith in 
Virginia came under mor emnyg & But 
in 1930 he was exonerated by the 
general conference of his church 
in Dallas, Texas, after tearfull 
confessing he had erred in stoc 
market ventures and promising he

‘BACK TO SCHOOL’ DRIVE BRINGS . 
INCREASED ATLANTA ENROLLMENT 


Approximately 43,000 school children returned to Atlanta’s 
classrooms when the opening bells rang Tuesday, Miss Ira 
Jarrell, city school superintendent, announced, following com- 
pletion of early enrollment reports. 

The number, which is expected to swell by the end of the 
week, since many children do not attend school the first days, 
shows a slight increase oVer 1943’s enrollment total, the first in 


more than four years, Miss Jarrell reported. Registration totals ~ 


have declined steadily since the war began,’she pointed out. 

Fulton county’s total enrollment apparently is in the neigh- 
borhood of 17,000, with reports received from two-thirds of 
the elementary schools and six of the eight high schools, ac- 


_ cording to County School Superintendent Jere Wells. The final 


figure for the county is expected to reach 18,500, Wells said, 
asserting at the same time that no figures were available to 
show an increase or decrease over 1943’s enrollment totals in 
the county. 

Both Miss Jarrell and Wells attributed the increase in At- 
lanta’s student: enrollment to the city’s intensive “back to 
school” drive. 

Specific registration information disclosed by Miss Jarrell 
shows that enrollments in elementary, junior high and girls’ 
high schools are over last year’s totals and that boys’ high 
school enrollments are holding even with 1943’s totals.

Lucca. Taken, 


Battle Near 
In Po Valley 


ROME, Sept. 6.—(#)—The de- 
cisive battle for northern Italy on 
the broad stretches of the Po river 
valley appeared near tonight after 
Eighth Army troops plunged with- 
in five miles of Rimini on the 


Adriatic coast and Americans on 
the opposite end of the front seized 
Lucca, provincial capital 10 miles 
northeast of Pisa. 

Once Rimini is captured, Gen. 
Sir Harold Alexander will pour 
out onto the flatlands of northern 
Italy the greatest armored striking 
force ever assembled in the Medi- 
terranean area to proceed with the 
annihilation of Field Mar. Gen. 
Albert Kesselring’s armies. 


Due south of Rimini, Canadian 
forces crushed all Nazi counterat- 
tacks and carved dut new positions 
only five miles from the city’s out- 
skirts. Other Eighth Army units, 
striking directly up the coast, were 
reported less than six miles from 
their goal as enemy forces weak- 
ened considerably under combined 
blows by Allied ground troops, 
warships and planes. 


Some of the fiercest fighting oc- 
curred around the key town of 
Coriano, seven miles south of 
Rimini and about two miles from 
the sea. Allied shock troops cap- 
tured an important ridge running 
from Coriano to the coast and sent 
patrols for a time into the town 
itself. 

The German First Parachute Di- 
vision, which met the first assault 
of the Canadians below Rimini 
and tried desperately for nearly a 
week to stem the advance, was 
said to have been so mauled that 
it was relieved. , 


For the second day, two British 
destroyers stood offshore and 
slammed more than 600 shells into 
German batteries and gun posi- 
tions guarding Rimini. An Allied 
communique said several batteries 
were silenced. Return fire from 
enemy guns was described as in- 
effectual. 

Rimini, an ancient Roman port 
with a pre-war population of 65,- 
000, is at the Adriatic terminus of 
a Po valley highway, which runs 
northwest through logna into 
the heart of northern Italy’s in- 
dustrial regions. Ten miles north- 
west of the city is the Rubicon 
of Caesar’s fateful crossing. 

Lucca, captured. by American 
patrols in the Fifth Army’s thrust 
near the western end of the line, 
is an important communications 
center with a normal population of 
82,000. An Allied announcement 
of its occupation did not mention 
any enemy resistance, leaving the 
supposition that Nazi troops in that 
sector had withdrawn, into the 
depths of their Gothic Line de- 
fenses.

The group eased along the river 
on the “Mico,” 46-foot motor 
launch used by the engineers for 
surveying and inspection, boarded 
the hopper dredge “Culebra” 16 
miles downstream and heard Capt.

This was abolished 
and work concentrated on deepen- 
ing and lengthening the north 
channel, By 1931, this north chan- 
nel was 24 feet deep, and mainte- 
nance costs were high. Engineers 
are now studying plans to lessen 
maintenance costs. . 


FIVE CONNECTIONS 


Savannah, which has five port 
and railroad connections, had an 
annual business of 3,880,120 tons 
back in 1940. The amount of busi- 
ness moving through the harbor 
today canhot be announced, but 
with large quantities of war ma- 
terial moving to the Alliés from 
here, the business is a great deal 
larger. 

A state port, added to the pres- 
ent facilities, would greatly in- 
crease commerce here, Savannah- 
ans said. Savannah tried back in 
1927 to have a state port estab- 
lished, but the move was defeated 
in the legislature.

Strange Story Ends

In that war the 
sympathy of the people of the United 
States was almost 100 per cent with the 
Finns who made so heroic a fight to 
defend their border. But it ended as it 
had to, in Russian victory. The weight of 
Russian armor and manpower was too 
much for the fighting Finns.

Thomas Dewey, 
Trimmer of Sails ~ 


Before me is the presidential poll released by 


Fortune magazine. I take it one and all will 
agree Fortune magazine is not beating the bushes 
for Mr. Roosevelt. 

The poll shows Mr. Roosevelt to have made substantial gains 
since the nomination of Mr. Thomas Dewey by the Republicans. 
I do not mean to say this is a trend: It may be. Nevertheless, 
the campaigns are not yet really under way. Mr. Dewey’s was 
opened by speeches by several Republican governors. The opening 
guns were spiked by the revelation that the governors and Mr. 
Dewey’s headquarters could not agree as to content. Three gover- 
nors refused to go along with some of the more obvious ridiculous 
charges which had been suggested for their addresses. 

I want to discuss Mr. Dewey for a few paragraphs. It is my 
opinion he is a man of character and honesty. He is a good Ameri- 
can and the evidence points to the fact he is a good administrator 
in state government. He does not now have an even chance to win 
but it is entirely possible that events and his campaign will create 
such a possibility. If events do not help him, the Roosevelt strength 
will increase. ; 

People are just beginning to know Mr. Dewey.’ They know 
Mr. Roosevelt well, what he thinks, believes and wants. They have 
had a long time to observe Mr. Roosevelt and the man and his per- 
sonality are rather well fixed. It is difficult to change the minds 
of people about Mr. Roosevelt. They have rather well decided

While this may be 
effective in one or two particular campaigns it is the sort of thing 
which eventually catches up with a man. 

Mr, Dewey’s record is beginning to catch up with him and it 


will not be pleasant or easy for him to escape it.

On Internationalism—No and yes: “Let us join in praying 
tonight that men shall not be sent to kill in the fruitless struggle 
for power! That nations shall not be plunged into the despair of 
a struggle in which no one can win!” (Dewey, August 24, 1939.) 


“We cannot be disinterested in the fate of the world. Nor do 
I believe that the United States can so isolate itself that it will 
not be seriously affected for better or for worse by what happens 
in other nations.” (Dewey, April 29, 1940.) 


On Russia—No, no, no, yes: January 20, 1940, speech before 
women’s National Republican Club: 

“A conspicuaus and most unfortunate departure (of the admin- 
istration) was the recognition by the New Deal of Soviet Russia. 


“In that country, a godless government had raised to a state 
creed the sterile doctrine of atheism. It achieved power by the 
annual murder of large numbers of its own people. It is a per- 
version of government abhorrent to the conscience of mankind. 

“We need no such partnership.” 


May 26, 1944, quoted in Washington Star: 


“Do you think,” Dewey was asked, “it would be ssible to 
broaden the base of such an alliance (he had been talking of an 
alliance with Britain, as outlined at the Mackinac meeting) to in- 
clude any other of the United Nations?” 


“It would be hoped,” Dewey answered, “that in working out 
the structure of the peace we would have Russia and China in it 
at the beginning.

On Burma Campaign 
It is but natural, as we watch the progress 
of the fighting in Europe, as we wait eagerly 
for news from the fronts in France and in Italy 
and from the Russian campaigns, that we forget, sometimes, there 
is another and a vitally important war going on in the Pacific, 
where we and our allies fight the Japanese. 

Again, ™ the interest we divert to the Pacific fighting, we hear 
chiefly of attacks and successes by the air, sea and land forces of 
Gen. MacArthur in the southwest Pacific and those under Adm. 
Nimitz in the central Pacific. i 

There are other fighting fronts we should not ignore. There 
is, for jnstance, the campaign in Burma and along the Indian 
frontier, a campaign conducted by the Southeast Asia Command 
under the leadership of Lord Louis Mountbatten. 

Not so long ago a report on the Burma campaign, made by 


Mountbatten, was made public at a Londdn press conference. It is 
too long to give in full here, but some extracts should be in- 


formative and valuable. 

.M; : ; “Enemy-held territory in the 
700 Mile Fighting Front Southeast Asia Command thea- 
ter extends some 2,500 miles to the south from the north of Burma. 
The front on which we are at present fighting in Burma alone ex- 
tends some 700 milés and is second only in length to the Russian 
front. ... It is Japan's land route to India and the Allies’ land 
route to China. oth offensively and defensively, Japan has 
strained and is straining every nerve to hold Burma.... 

“We are fighting from the most difficult lines of communication 
in the world. There were no roads into Burma from the north. 
The lower reaches of the Brahmaputra are unbridgeable. Assam 
is a logistical nightmare. Advancing from the west, as we are, we 
are fighting against the grain of the country, for its steep, jungle- 
clad mountains and swift-flowing rivers all running from north to 
south, constitute a barrier, not a route, between India and China.,..., 

“From my original association with

What We Had Left Combined Operations, many people, 


myself included, jumped to the conclusion that large-scale am- 
phibious operations ih southeast Asia would at once be the order 
of the day; but it need now be no secret that all the landing ships 
and craft originally allotted had to be withdrawn for more urgent 
operations in the west, and in fact carried the troops that assaulted 
the Anzio beaches and have subsequently been taking part in the 
invasion of France. ... The order to us in Burma was to carry 
on with what we had left. I am proud to report that the order 
has been carried out during the past seven arduous months in a 
manner reflecting credit on all the forces of the United Nations 
engaged in the theater... . 

“Gen. Sitllwell with great gallantry himself commanded the 
forces on the Ledo front. He had under his command those Chinese 
forces which he had originally withdrawn from Burma to India and 
which had since been augmented. 

“These forces are a good example of Allied collaboration, being 
equipped and trained by the United States and paid and fed by 
the British. The famous Marauders of the American Rangers 
contributed valiantly to the successful advance of this force down 
the Hukwang valley to Myitkyina and Mogaung.... 

“The fighting inside India, around Imphal and Kohima, was, 
in point of numbers engaged, one of the greatest land battles yet 
fought between Japanese and Allied forces and I am glad ta say 
the Japanese are now flung from India.... 


: “All these impressive results haye not 
Heavy Casualties been secured without heavy casualties. 
Allied forces in 1944 have suffered 10,000 killed, 3,000 missing and 
27,000 wounded, but this they have amply avenged by killing 
50,000 Japanese. ... We have practically swépt the Japanese air 
force from the Burma skies. . . . The naval balance of power is 
being steadily redressed in southeast Asia. The Japanese navy is 
now as afraid to accept action in the Indian ocean and the Bay 
of Bengal as it is in the Pacific. ... Look upon Burma as one bi 
Allied effort of the British, American and Chinese with the help 
of the Dutch and the other nations that are with us. It is going 
extremely well as an Allied effort. We do not want a lot of lime- 
light; in fact, we do not want any oursélves, but I go around and 
talk to the men in command, and what worries them is that their 
wives, mothers, daughters, sweéthearts and sisters should feel that 
the war they are fighting is important and worth while—which it 
most assuredly is,”

All Must 
Obey the Rules 


Malta is a little island of 95 
square miles in the Mediter- 
ranean south of Sicily. It has been 
owned and occupied by the Pho- 
enicians, Greeks, Carthagenians, 
Romians,, Saraceus, Sicilians and 
French. In 1814 it was annexed by 
Great Britain at the request of the 
Maltese. 

But the island's 200,000 mixed- 
breed people, chiefly Italian, have 
always been restless under the 
British yoke. Most of them cheered 
for Mussolini, while he was win- 
ning, and they are Fascists still— 
chiefly because of their grudge 
against Britain. 

Last year a British captain 
parked his car in front of a British 
office and returned to find a young 
Maltese thief searching it for loot. 
He took the youngster to the Brit- 
ish military police, but was told 
that such matters were handled by 
the Maltese civil authorities. 

When he took the kid to the 
Maltese police, he got the shock 
of his life. The thief was turned 
loose and the British captian was 
jailed. 

In prison he remained for nine 
long months, with no companion- 
ship save that of rats and vermin, 
while local British authorities 
vainly labored and pull strings ta 
obtain his release, 

His colonel appealed to the 
British military governor, the 
famous Gén. Gort, and the general 
appealed to Churchill, but nothing 
came of it. ' 

When the captain at last was 
brought to trial, he was given an- 
other 13 months at hard labor— 
though the sentence eventually 
was reduced to three months. His 
crime? He had arrested a Maltese 
citizen “without authority.” (Any 
American citizen may arrest a 
criminal caught in the act.) 

The captain had acted without 
authority and the whole British 
navy plus the whole British em- 
pire did not have enough authori- 
ty to set aside the verdict of a 
vindicative little Maltese judge. 

The British in Malta were fight- 
ing mad: They must have longed 
to brush aside the civil authori- 
ties, slap down the police and 
break open the jail. Hitler would 
have done it in one minute flat— 
and thus turned dislike into 
hatred and made necessary the use 
of continual force. 

That is the difference between 
government by a dictator and gov- 
ernment by law. In a wopglid gov- 
erned by voluntarily accepted 
rules, the hateful weak may take 
advantage of their weakness, but 
the —s must not abuse their 
strength. The proof of a man’s be- 
lief in law is that he will not use 
force to obtain justice when he 
has the power to do it.

Marshall Rated 
Great Strategist 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Events of the past 

2 three months seem to justify the statement that 

; Gen. George C. Marshall, our able Army chief of 

staff, will go down in history as one of the greatest military leaders 
of all time. 

Nowhere on either side of the conflict is his stature equaled as 
a strategist, a tactician or an organizer. His genius is said to con- 
sist of “a rare combination of patience and daring—patience during 
the long period of preparation, and daring when the cards are run- 
ning his way.” 

The Germans may have invented blitzkrieg, but Marshall has 
shown himself to be a master of the war of movement. The re- 
markable performance of our troops in France and m since 
the break-through at St. Lo on the Normandy peninsula little more 
than a month ago will go down as one of the most amazing chap- 
ters of military history. 

It all attests to Marshall’s mastery of the war of movement. 
By comparison with our achievements of the past 30 days, the 
German blitz through Poland and France during the early stages of 


the war is made to look amateurish. 

The extent of our achievement during the 
Faster Advance past few weeks is epitomized by the fact that 
we moved from Paris to Brussels in just about half the time it took 
the Germans to reach Paris from the Belgium capital In 1940. All 
of our other movements since the break-through in Normandy have 
been on a@ com ble scale, 

Gen. Marshall was the brains behind all of this action. It was 
he, more than any other member of the Allied high command, that 
planned and directed the action. And back of it all was the most 
comprehensive piece of organization ever known in the world. 

There is nothing new about Marshall's tactics as a strategist. 
His basic conception is said to be the same as that employed by all 
great military commanders of the past—first to amass overwhelm- 
ing power, and then to use it with lightning thrusts. 

The one quality he lacks to make him one of the most colorful 
figures in the world is a flare for the dramatic, If he had this 
flare to the extent that Gen. MacArthur has, for example, he would 
be hailed as another Napoleon. A modest, cautious man, he has 
no desire for personal dramatization. 

To illustrate, shartly after the Allied invasion of France he held 
a confidential session with some of his friends at the War De- 
partment. In appraising Allied chances of success, he said every 
calculation based on the known factors convinced him that once 
the all-out drive was started we would rip the Germans apart 
worse than they had crushed the French and the Poles. 

Marshall was convinced that we would do precisely what we

FDR Fortune 
Origin Traced. 


NEW YORK, _ Sept. 
Roosevelt’s autobiography, pu>»- 
lished several years ago, is one 
of my favorite books and every 
time I dip into it I am tantalized 
by the atmosphere of luxury per- 
vading the story and the author’s 
iron reticence concerning the 
sources of the Delano fortune, 


Now I think I understand. 


The old gent, Warren Delano, 
President Roosevelt's grandfather, 
was an old-time opium smuggler, 
a member of something rather like 
our own rum row which operated 
off the New York coast a few 
years ago. The ships ran the stuff 
from India into China, whose em- 
peror had seen the ravages of the 
drug among his people and was 
trying to saw them off. 


You have to do a great deal of 
studious reading to get at the 
facts, but if you are patient you 
find in Lawrence Kearny, sailor 
diplomat, written by Carroll Storrs 
Alden, in 1876, this statement: “In 
1834, when 25, Warren Delano 
went to Macao . . and in the 
following year, was made a part- 
ner in Russell & Company. He 
was one among American mer- 
chants who, with British mer- 
chants, were imprisoned by the 
Chinese in the walled-in area of 
Canton, the event which led to 
the so-called opium war. 


“Since 1800, traffic in .opium 
was illegal in. China. The Em- 
peror Tao-Kwang directed the 
suppression of importation and 
use under the penalty of confisca- 
tion and death.” 


Alden was head of the depart- 
ment of English and higtory at 
the United States Naval Atademy. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, . incidentally, 
mentions vaguely the fact that 
Delano lived in China many years 
and was a member of Russell & 
Company. 

Commodore Kearney, the sub- 
ject of the book, served 54 years 
in our Navy. The commodore, in 
his papers, says Delano .was our 
vice ccnsul in Canton, and later, 
says “small assistance can be had 
from the commercial agent of the 
United States in Canton who is 
a meniber of a firm deeply inter. 
ested in this nefarious traffic.”

Delano died in 1898, leaving a 
personal estate of $1,338,000. He 
had married twice and was the 
father of nine children, among 
them Sarah Delano, who married 
James Roosevelt and became the 
mother of Franklin D, Roosevelt. 
As Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt reveals 
in her life story, the family lived 
richly and without toil and trav- 
eled abroad at will during a pe- 
riod when only the very well-to- 
do could afford European travel. 
When the President’s mother 
died, the state transfer tax ap- 
praisal filed at Poughkeepsie indi- 
cated that the fortune had been 
kept almost intact.

Labor Complaint 
Made Against 
Georgia Plant 


A complaint charging the Reyn- 
olds corporation with unfair labor 
practices in its fuse plant at Mil- 
ledgeville, Ga., has been issued. 
b-- the National Labor Relations 
Board and will be heard by an 
NLRB examiner at Milledgeville 
on September 18, 

The board said yesterday the 
complaint was made by the Unit- 
ed Steel Workers of America 
(CIO), which charged the com- 
pany attempted to discourage 
membership in the union and dis- 
charged five employes who “join- 
ed or assisted the union.” 


The corporation has headquar- 
ters at Richmond, Va., and op- 
erates a fuse plant at Macon, Ga., 
but only the Milledgeville plant 
is involved.

By Using Basic-Seven Foods

Keeping Americans on the home 
front physically fit is ;no small 
job and the main responsibility 
for. it falls squarely upon the 
homemaker. For it is she who buys 
the family’s food, and chooses the 
combinations for mealtime. Some- 
one so wisely put it “All food is 
good; it is the combinations that 
make the difference between 
sound or inadequate nutrition.” 

That’s the idea we must keep in 
mind as we proceed to observe 
wartime nutrition month, this Sep- 
tember, September is to be devot- 
ed, all over the United States, to 
an all-out effort to guide Ameri- 
cans into sound eating habits for 
the purpose of obtaining the max- 
imum health and strength to meet 
the demands of war It is no small 
aim the War Food Administration 
has set before the nutrition-con- 
scious; but it is one of vital im- 
portance, for with fewer goods 
and services available these who 
have increased income are spend- 
ing more of it on food, But not 
always the right food. There is 
s‘ll a t deal of malnutrition 
in the United States, and it would 
be well for each homemaker to 
make a careful analysis of her 
family’s food and eating habits, 
for malnutrition is not confined, 
a: so many believe, to low income 
groups. Many of the cheapest 
avd simplest foods are the richest 
sources of vitamins and minerals.

“Probably no other country has 
so many dentists and such well- 
trained ones as the United States,” 
says Prof, Barnett Sure in his book 
“The Little Things in Life” (Ap- 
pleton-Century, 1937). “Toothache 
however, due ‘to abscesses an 
caries is common everywhere; so 
are inflamed and swollen gums 
which frequently are associa 
with pyorrhea that results in loose 
teeth .....

Here 
Professor Sure is expressing in po- 
lite language what Weston A. 
Price, D.D.S. has so clearly shown 
in his classical study “Nutrition 
and Physical Degeneration” 
(Hoeber of Harper & Bros., °40) 
and I, in my best bull-in-china- 
shop style, have been trying for 
years to pound into the heads of 
dentists, doctors and people who 
read this column when they have 
nothing interesting or instructive 


to read, 

If brushing the teeth regularly 
could prevent tooth decay the 
American people should have the 
best teeth in the world, for surely 
no other people use toothbrushes 
and dentifrices as much as Ameri- 
cans do. 

In a talk to follow I'll describe 
what I consider a clean mouth and 
how to keep it clean, Here I mere- 
ly confess I don’t know what the 
dentist or the professor means by 
a “filthy” mouth or what makes 
it “filthy”, if it is not the presence 
of cavities in the teeth or atrophy, 
wasting, degeneration of the gums. 
I sincerely believe that decay of 
the teeth (caries, cavity forma- 
tion) cannot be prevented by the 
most meticulous use of toothbrush 
or dentifrice. I believe it can be 
prevented by good nutrition, good 
dental treatment and good masti- 
cation.

Meat, Poultry, Fish, 
Eggs, Dried Beans and Peas, Nuts, 
Peanut Butter. 

Group 6. Breads, Crackers, Ce 
reals—Choose at least one of the 
whole grain type, and choose flour 
and cereals that are “enriched.” 
Look at the labels when buying. 

Group 7. Butter, vitamin-enrich- 
ed margarine. 

The above groups list the es- 
sential foods, they are often call- 
ed “protective” foods because they 
contain the elements necessary for 
the protection of health and nec- 
essary to growth and development. 
They are the muscle and blood 
builders, and they are rich in 
vitamins and minerals. They 
should be the “basis” of every 
normal diet. 

Then, in addition, to these fqods 
but never replacing them, may be 
eaten as needed for energy and 
activity, sweets, starches, pastries, 
and other fats. One sweet, mo- 
lasses, is a rich source of iron.

She stood a moment. Tears roll- 
ed down her smiling face, then 
Isabel Townsend Pell, 43-year-old 
New Yorker who looks 10 years 
younger, ended four years in the 
French underground by showing 


16 fellow-Americans how to get 
safely through the German lines. 

Those four years included all 
kinds of mercy work, two arrests 
by Axis agents and two months 
in the dread Puget Thenier prison. 
They were highlighted by her al- 
most legendary’ organization. and 
leadership of many Maquis groups 
on the French Riviera, and cli- 
maxed by a fantastic D-Day race 
to elude the Gestapo. 

As long as tales of France are 

passed on from generation to gen- 
eration, the story of this Ameri- 
can woman will live. Already, 
everywhere you turn, the French 
tell you more of the legend. 
She is best known as “the girl 
with the blonde meche.” Fred- 
ricka was her secret underground 
name. Friends simply call her 
Miss Pell, their acceptance of the 
“Miss” rather than the French 
“Mademoiselle” being an indica- 
tion of their high regard. 

Today she is serving literally as 
unofficial “chief of staff’ for the 
Amegican general whose troops 
are fighting eastward along the 
Riviera. She is organizing both re- 
sistance and rehabilitation work.

for contraband arms and a secret 
radio. 

Failing (although she had many 
guns hidden in the basement) 
they took her to the Puget Thenier 
prison. While interned there with 
her maid, Marie Louise Ozenda, 
who also was doing underground 
work, she was permitted to take 
brief walks daily. 

“Young men about to be caught 
by the German labor draft would 
contact me during those walks,” 
she related. 

“Finally we found ways to hold 
meetings in a small room and the 
organization of the Maquis in this 
section started. I prorised them 
I would try to locate some Free 
French chieftain as soon as I got 
out.” 

When the Italian armistice was 
announced there was a great cele- 
bration at the prison. The Italian 
jailers vanished. She and the maid 
simply walked out and “drove 
home. 

German brutality at the prison 
convinced her she wanted to work 
actively in the Maquis. 

“T sent them word that I was a 
good shot and wanted to join 
them,” she said. 

She and the Marquise disguised 
themselves as peasants and walk- 
ed five miles to a certain rock in 
a mountain forest where she met 
her chieftain. From then until the 
day he was slain by the Gestapo 
she never knew him by any other 
than the Maquis’ title of “Joseph.” 
But from him she received dan- 
gerous orders which were destined 
to make her flee the Gestapo 
many times during the. following 
year.

Quotas Fail 
In Tin, Paper 


Serious shortages of tin and pa- 
per are increasing the need for ci- 
vilian co-operation in the salvage 
effort, Joseph Voccaro, assistant 
regional salvage director for WPB, 
has told the Georgia Volunteer 


‘War Services Council, 

Many Georgia counties are fail- 
ing to meet the national quota of 
10 pounds of paper monthly per 
person and one pound of tin cans 
(or five No. 2 cans) monthly per 
person, Voccaro pointed out, at a 
recent meeting. 

During July, no tin cans. were 

shipped out of Fulton county; al- 
though . it sta 
more ento ng, 
county exceeded its paper quota 
by shipping 13.7 pounds per person 
during July. 
Cobb county failed to fill either 
its tin. or paper quotas, shipping 
only 5.2 pounds of paper per per- 
son in July, with no tin cans 
shipped. Other counties, including 
Muscogee, Chatham and Bibb, fell 
below the paper quota, but Chat- 
ham and Bibb. exceeded their 
quotas for tin cans. 


Voccaro emphasized the impor- 

tance of salvaged tin cans as Amer- 
ica’s only present source of tin, He 
also stated that some of the na- 
tion’s paper mills have been forced 
to close because of the shortage of 
scrap paper. 
The GVWS council appointed a 
special committee to name sub- 
committees in Georgia’s 60 largest 
counties, representing 75 per cent 
of the state’s population, to try to 
stimulate greater civilian co-opera- 
tion with the salvage effort. Plans 
now are being made for continu- 
ous collection. of tin and paper, 
rather than sporadic drives, Sulli- 
van said

Most Processed Foods 
To Be Made Ration-Free 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—(/)—Virtually all .processed foods other 
than canned fruits will be returned to prewar non-rationed Status in 
10 days, the White House announced today, and a War Food Ad- 
ministration spokesman indicated that additional meat also may be 


made ration-free soon. 

War Mobilization Director James 
F. Byrnes directed the removal 
from rationing on September 17 
of these items: 

All jams, jellies, fruit butters, 
asparagus, lima beans, corn, peas, 
pumpkin and squash, mixed vege- 
tables, baked -beans, tomato sauce, 
paste and puree, and all varieties 
of soups and baby foods. 

Byrnes acted on the recommen- 
dation of Marvin Jones, WFA ad- 
ministrator, who had advised that 
available and pros ive supplies 
of these foods j fied the step. 

All other canned vegetables, ex- 
cept tomatoes, are ration-free at 
present and are expected to con- 
tinue so, WFA said in elaborating 
on the Byrnes announcement. 


Among the various types of 
juices, pineapple, tomato, grape 
and vegetable combinations remain 
on the point charts, but indications 
are that grapefruit and orange 
juices, blends of these two and 
prune juice will continue to be 
available without stamps. 


A WFA spokesman said that 
commercial grade beefsteaks and 
roasts probably would be removed 
from rationing in October or No- 
vember if heavy marketing of cat- 
tle develops as anticipated. 


He said there was practically 
no likelihood that the top grades 
of steak and roasts—‘“‘A” and 
“AA”—will be made ration-free 
this year. Utility grade beef, the 
classification below commercial, 
is now point-free. 

WFA said also there was no 
prospect that points on canned 
fruit would be eliminated in the 
next few months. 

Jones said release of the addi- 
tional processed foods from ration- 
ing was made possible “by the 
magnificent production job done 
by our farmers and the food proc- 
essors.”

In Car Crash

Thanks to the quick thinking 

and efficient action of Alice Eth- 
eridge and Vivien Landrum, cadet 
nurses at Pied- ‘ 
mont hospital, 
Ollie E. Wotf- 
ford, Negro, is 
expected to sur- 
vive the loss of 
his left arm in a 
streetcar - track- 
less trolley acci- 
dent Monday 
night. 

Wofford’s arm 
was virtually 
cut off when a 
streetcar side- 
swiped the trol- 
ley on which he 
was a passenger 4 sigs 
at Peachtree Miss Alice Etheridge. 
and Ellis streets. The arm was 
later amputated at Grady hos- 
pital. 

Miss Etheridge takes little cred- 
it for her part in saving Wofford’s 
life. 


GIVES FRIEND CREDIT 


“Vivjen did more than I did,” 
she declared firmly.. “She's the 
one who kept the man from bleed- 
ing to death.” 

“You see, we were window-shop- 
ping across the street from the 
car stop where the accident oc- 
curred,” Miss Etheridge éxplained. 
“We heard the streetcar side-swipe 
the trolley, and then heard the 
Negro man scream. We rush 
over to see what had happened, 
told the driver we were cadet 
nurses, arid asked if we could 
help.” 

“A soldier was holding a pres- 
sure point to stop the bleeding,” 
she continued, “so we helped hold 
the man and took turns applying 
pressure. We were able to stop 
the bleeding almost entirely by 
pressing his artery against his col- 
lar bone,” she added. “I guess he 
didn’t lose more than half a pint 
of blood.” 


15-MINUTE WAIT 


“It was about 15 minutes be- 


o7| fore an ambulance came,” she re- 


lated. “‘People kept asking us, 
‘Why don’t you give him some- 
thing to stop the pain?’ Of course 


we didn’t have anything to give + 


him, and even if we had we 
couldn*t have done so. They’d 
have raised cain down at Grady 
if we had given him something.” 


The two cadet nurses accom- 
panied Wofford to Grady hospital, 
where his arm was amputated at 
the shoulder. Hospital attaches 
described his condition as “fair” 
late yesterday.
